MRS. MARY JOY, CONVICTED OF 

MANSLAUGHTER, SUICIDES 

Calgary, March 29.—Mrs. Mary Joy 
committed suicide at Rocky Mountain 
Howse taking a dose of creolin Tues- 
day morning, and dying Wednesday 
evening. She left two letters saying 
that “the police had gone back on her 
and she was thrown on her own re- 
sources.” She was. staying with 
friends in the country. 

Mrs. Mary Joy, who has been out 
on suspended sentence of two years, 
was convicted of manslaughter of her 
brother-in-law, Sam Joy, along with 
her husband Nicolo Joy, now serving 
a sentence of a year in the Lethbridge 
jail, at Macleod at the last fall assizes. 
Her name, with that of her husband, 
was prominent in the case of Sam Joy 
who died a strange death through star- 
vatien as the outcome of a peculiar 
ritual at the house of the Joys at 
Hillerest. 

Some two weeks ago Mrs. Joy with 
her three children arrived at Leth- 
bridge from Rocky Mountain House, 
where she had been staying since the 
trial in Macleod at the home of one 
Grosso, the son-in-law of the high 
priest of the strange order. Grosso, 
who is a miner, was out of work and 
was unable to provide for her. She 
found at the Lethbridge depot 
her children in a destitute condi- 

The ‘chiidren were temporarily 


absolutely without means. She was 
takem in charge by the Salvation 
Army, through the medium of the A. 
P.P. Later she expressed a wish to 
return to Rocky Mountain House and 
after being provided for by the Salva 
tion Army and the Nursing Mission 
left to go tuere. 

According to the Red Deer Advo- 
cate, the late Mrs. Joy left two letters 
one in Italian and the other in English 
in which she confessed that she was 
guilty of poisoning Sam Joy at Hill- 
crest, though, following the finding of 
the body in Nick Joy’s home, Mrs. 
Joy confessed to the police that she 
had kicked the victim following a cri- 
minal attack made on her by him.

CORTLANDT STARNES IS NEW 
R.C.M.P. COMMISSIONER 

Ottawa, April 2—Announcement is 
made of the promotion of Assistant 
Commissioner Cortlandt Starnes of 
the Royal Canadian Mounted Police, 
to the post of commissioner in suc- 
cession to Commissioner A. B. Perry, 
and the promotion of Superintendent 
George S. Worsley, of Regina, to the 
assistant commissionership. Col. C.

The new commissioner has had an

PICARIELLO’S FIGHT FOR LIFE 

IN APPEAL COURT 

Ottawa, April 3.—The criminal 
cause celebre of Emilio Picariello and 
Florence Lassandro was reached in the 
supreme court at noon today and the 
argument will take all the afternoon 
and possibly run into tomorrow. For 
these two people convicted of the mur- 
der of Constable Lawson of Constable 
Stephen Lawson, at Coleman, on the 
21st of last September, a new trial is 
sought. The Alberta court of appeals 
Judge Beck dissenting, denied a simi- 
lar application. It is upon this dis- 
senting judgment of Justice Beck that 

the whole legal aspect of the case 
here today hinges. 

A considerable array of counsel ap- 
pears in the case, Aime Geoffrion, K. 
C., of Montreal; J. McKinley Cameron, 
K.C., and Sherwood Herchmer are act- 
ing for Picariello and Lasandro, while 
A. A. McGillivray, K.C., and S. J. Hel- 
man appear for the crown. The ap- 
peal is béing heard by a court of five 
judges with Mr. Justice Idington pre- 
siding. 

At the outset of the argument Mr. 
McGillivray suggested that the case 
would necessarily be limited to rea- 
sons set forth in the dissenting judg- 
ment of Justice Beck. 

“That is perfectly well understood,” 
commented Justice Idington. 

The appeal! today, thus limited, re- 
volves around the objections by Jus- 
tice Beck to the method of Judge 
Walsh’s charge to the jury at the 
trial. It was held by Judge Beck that 
the charge was in error in regard (1) 
to the law of provocation, (2) to cer- 
tain evidence of telephone conversa- 
tion, (3) indifferentiation as to acts 
and conduct of each of the defendants 
as evidence against each other, (4) 
that the charge was defective on the 
question of common design. 

Apart from the preliminary outline 
the argument was exceedingly techni- 
cal, relating wholly to points of law 
as applied to the trial judge’s charge 
to the jury, and Justice Beck’s dis- 
sent from its regularity. “There is 
some question in my mind of taking 
up such a dubious dissent at all,” com- 
mented Justice Idington. 

Mr. Geoffrion, K.C., gave a very fair 
outline of the circumstances of the 
case. He admitted that Picariello 
was suspected of being in the illicit 
rum running business from British 
Columbia, that when a search of his 
premises was made at Blairmore 
nothing was found, but on a signal 
being given, Steve Picariello, his son, 
dashed back towards British Columbia 
in his car, being followed by Picariello 
Sr., and Sergeant Scott in that order. 

The father’s car was blocking Scott 
vetting ahead, Scott proceeded to 
phone ahead to Lawson at Coleman, 
and when young Picariello hurried 
through, a shot was fired at him by 
Lawson. Picariello, Sr., hearing that 
his son had been shot, had threatened 
that if this were so, “he could shoot, 
too.” That night, it was alleged, 
Picariello, accompanied by Florence 
Lasandro, proceeded to Coleman and 
beside their motor car shot down Law- 
son, Picariello afterward justifying 
himself by saying, according to one 
witness, “he had a gun,” and, accord- 
ing to another, “He tried to shoot me.” 

There was likewise an alleged con- 
fession by the woman Lasandro that 
she had gone to “get” Lawson. In 
the course of the argument, Justice 
Anglin commented, “It is very clear 
as to manslaughter but, perhaps, open 
to doubt otherwise.” At another

The clean- 
ing and grading plant is one of the 
most modern on the continent, and as 
many as fifteen grades of wheat can 
be obtained through the various pro- 
cesses of cleaning and grading. The 
large Monitor fanning mill has a cap- 
acity of 500 bushels an hour, and is 
capable of producing four grades of 
grain. The Rotary grader produces 
as many as six grades, and the Vic- 
kers cylinder machine gives another 
three or five if necessary. The cost 
of the plant was between $5,000 and 
$6,000.

SUNFLOWERS VERSUS GREEN 


OATS FOR SILAGE’ 


In the province of Alberta, where 
dairy farming is increasing, the ques- 
tion of providing a succulent ration 
for the winter months becomes more 
and more pressing., Both sunflowers 
and oats, the latter cut in green stage 
are found to make suitable silage for 
dairy cows. A test was made by the 
Dominion Experimental station at 
Lacombe to compare the values of 
these two crops for silage purposes, 
Each of several lots of cows was f 
the same amount and kind of grain 
and as much silage as the animals 
would consume. The sunflower silage 
being less bulky than the oat silage 
a larger weight of the former was 
consumed, and at the same time a 
less amount of hay was eaten. The

The murder rate in the United 
States and Canada are compared by 
Frederick L. Hoffman vice-president 
and statistician of the Prudential In-| 


| 


jsurance Company, in the New York! 


Herald. In the course of his article | 
he points out that the United States 
has as yet no system of collecting 
statistics concerning the number of | 
murder verdicts that have number of 
acquittals, and he believes it is a mat- 
ter of the first importance that this 
should be established so that the whole 
subject can be examined more minute- | 
ly than is now possible. Britain and | 
Canada have these statistics readily 
available for the investigator. It is! 
possible, however, to discover the num- | 
ber of murders committed in the Un- | 
ited States, or rather the number of 
murder verdicts that have been return- | 
ed by coroners’ juries, for perhaps | 
for one death that is plainly recog- 
nized as having been due to foul play | 
there are two or three that are never 
classed as murders at all. This of 
course, is not peculiar to the United 
States, it is common to all countries. 
Five Times as Many 

Combining the homicidal rates for 
twenty-eight large American cities 
Mr. Hoffman finds that the homicidal 
frequency of the country amounts to 
8.5 per hundred thousand population. | 
The corresponding rate for ten Can-! 
adian cities for the period 1912-1921 
was only 1.7 to the hundred thousand 
or in other words about one-fifth of 
the American rate. The homicidal 
rate for Montreal for 1912 was 1.7,; 
while that of Boston, a city with the 
same population, was 3.7. In the same 
year the Toronto rate was 1.9, while 
in Milwaukee, of similar size, it was 
In Vancouver it was 1.6 to the 
hundred thousand, and in Seattle it 
was 7.0. These contrasts are not as 
significant as for the two countries 
considered at large, but, as the writer 
says, they are profoundly suggestive. 
Taking the United States as a whole, 
there are about 10,000 known murders 
each year. In 1921 there were 177 
charges of homicide in Canada, result- 
ing in seventeeen convictions. There

Country is Disgraced H 
Moreover the scventeen convicted 
murderers in Canada were all sentenc- 
ed to death, and Mr. Hoffman thinks 
it unlikely that any of the sentences 
were commuted, but he is*probably 
wrong in this conjecture. He observ- 
es that wherever capital punishment 
is the law it is of the very first im- 
portance that the sentence should be 
carried out without unnecessary de- 
lay. He finds in ‘the growth of the’ 
mob spirit evidence that there is pub- 
lic indifference to murder and its con- 
sequences, In an address to a Bos- 
ton jury Judge Quinn declared that 
the United States was becoming al 
subject of ridicule among the nations 
of the world for its failure to halt 
its murder cases| He said that there 
were forty times as many murders 
in the United States as in England 
and added that it takes hardly an hour 
to select a jury in England and some 
times only half an hour in Canda. 
The Reasons 
Why there are fewer murders pro- 
portionately in Canada and England, 
than in the United States is not diffi- 
cult to understand. Criminologists 
agree that it is the certainty rather! 
than the severity of the punishment 
that deters ‘criminals. The fact that) 
in some states there is no capital pun- 
ishment does not appear to be impor- 
tant. There is capital punishment in| 
New York with perhaps a murder a 
day. It seems not unfair to suggest! 
that politics interferes more with the | 
administration of justice there than | 
it does here, and the presumption is | 
that the police are not as competent. | 
A proportionately larger foreign ele- 
ment is ilso to be taken account of, | 
but the chief reason for the murder 
scandal in the United States is that 
after arrest or even after conviction 
a criminal stands a ten times better 
chance of getting off altogether or 
having his sentence commuted than 
he does in Canada. |

vom at| Death of “Buff” Heney 


At the Macleod Hospital on Thurs- | 
day night, March 29, the death occur- 
red of A. H. Heney, well known ail 
ident of Macleod. } 

The deceased was 76 years old, and | 
was one of the pioneers of Southern 
Alberta and one of the best known 
horsemen in Western Canada. He! 
came west to Macleod from Ottawa 
in 1877 with the late Colonel Macleod, 
and was attached to the North West 
Mounted Police for several years at 
the old original Fort Macleod. 

After leaving the police he started 
up in business for himself and opened 
a saddier’s shop in the old town, in 
which business he was joined 
by his brother who died many years 
ago. When the townsite was shifted 
to its present location Heney pur- 
chased a store on 24th Street which he 
conducted very successfully for sev- 
eral years. oe | 

Selling out his business he devoted 
his time and moncy to the raising and 
training of race horses, and secured | 
a reputation both in Canada and the | 
United States as one of the best train- | 
ers of fast horses on the continent. : 
One of the most successful of his pro- | 
digies was “Twilight,” a splendid ani- | 
mal that won more races in Western | 
Canada than any other horse of its | 
time, and whose name was a byword ! 
amongst the gentlemen of the turf. | 

The deceased will be more familiarly | 
known by the old timers of the west as | 
“Buff” Heney, by which name he al- | 
ways went, in fact many of his ac- 
quaintances only knew him as “Buff.”’| 

For the last ten or fifteen years he | 
has resided in Macleod, where his fail- 
ing health forced him to retire from | 
active life, and he has been steadily 
failing for the past twelve months. | 
About four weeks ago he was persuad- 
ed to go to the hospital and his death j 
was not unexpected. | 

He has a brother in Montreal, al 
member of the firm of Heney and} 
LeCroix, also a sister Mrs. John Wil- } 
son who resides in Ottawa. | 

The passing of A. H. Heney removes 
another old timer from the ranks of 
the old timers in Macleod which have | 
been seriously reduced during the past 
twelve months, leaving only about six 
’77 veterans of the Mounties now liv- 
ing in this district. 

The funeral of the late A. H. Heney 
took place on Monday, April 2nd at} 
2.30 p.m. After a service at the, 
Methodist Church the cortege proceed- | 
ed to the Union Cemetery where the 
last rites were read, and the last tri- 
butes paid to an ex-member of the! 
North West Mounted Police. The fol- | 
lowing ex-Mounties acted as pall bear- 
ers: W. Armer, Macleod; S. Heap, 
Macleod; J. Craig, Pincher Creek; D 
Cummings, Macleod; H. S. Maisey,;

He was an Englishman by birth 
and came west in 1874. 

The late Mr. Thompson was one of 
the original party of North West 
Mounted Police which trekked over- 
from: Fort Dufferin 
(now Emerson) to Fort Macleod in 
Mr. Thomson many times has 
told the story of that journey, the de- 
tails of that long, wearisome march 
from June to October, through a ter- 
ritory when Indian raids were common 
and the buffalo was still to be seen in 
small herds. 

The first stop of uny importance 
Creek, at the south end of Lake of 
the Old Wives, now Lake Johnson.

Of these, General Sir Sam Steele 
is dead; Colonel MclIllree retired from 
the force some years ago and is living 
at Victoria; Colonel James Walker is 
at Calgary, and Sam Donaldson, ex- 
M.P., is at Prince Albert. 

For some years Mr, Thomson was 
in barracks at Fort Maceleod, but 
prior to the Riel rebellion in 1885, he 


| was appointed to the post at Wood 


Mountain and directed the detachment 


|at the stockade which had been built 
jas a protection against raiding In- 


dians. He well remembered the flight 
of Sitting Bull from across the border 
also the trek of the Sioux under the 


\late chief, Standing Buffalo. 


Colonel John H. French was then 
commissioner of the Mounted, and he 
later went to Australia, where he was 
better known as the organizer of the 
Australian militia. Under Colonel 
late Mr. Thomson was 
sent to Swan River, where the head- 
quarters of the force was to be estab- 
lished. Finding that prairie fires had 
destroyed all forage for the horses, the 
company of Mounted men came back 
and established the old post at Fort 
Ellis, in the Qu,Appelle Valley.
